NOLAN LOST CONTROL 
Nolan lost control of the car 
when it struck the catch-basin on 
the south side of the gravelled 
road, hurling the heavy iron cover 
of the basin a distance of about 
ten feet, and partially wrecking 
the brick masonry of the basin. 
The force of the impact carried the 
car off its course, heading it to- 
ward the telephone post at the top

TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 

Dr. S. D. Folsom was summoned 
to the Hein place and gave emerg- 
ency treatment.’ He later called 
Dr. W. S. Norton and the Wittich 
ambulance, which conveyed Nolan 
and his family to the Hershey 
hospital. Their injuries, although 
painful, were not as serious as at 
first supposed. 

Nolan had sustained a long scalp 
wound extending backward from 
his forehead, and he received sev- 
eral cuts on the nose in addition to 
body bruises. Mrs. Nolan suffered 
a deep cut over her right eye and 
body bruises: Both children were 
cut and bruised. All had suffered 
considerably from shock but ex- 
amination failed to reveal that any 
had suffered internal injuries. 
They were expected to leave the 
hospital today. 

\Nolan’s car was damaged al- 
most beyond repair. Its top was 
completely shattered, fenders and 
several wheels and glass broken, 
and doors torn off. 

Mr. Nolan is proprietor of a 
barber shop on East Third street. 

Mr. Nolan was released from the 
Hershey hospital this afternoon, 
but his wife and two children re- 
mained for treatment.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—(INS—Let 
it be written in the annals of 
Gangville that in 1930, - eleven 
years after prohibition, - Chicago 
gunmen shattered all annual rec- 
ords in the business of putting peo- 
ple on the “spot,” or taking them 
“for a ride.” 

Those specialists of the under- 
world’s three R’s, (rides, rods and 
rackets), dealt out 60 quick, violent 
deaths, while competing for rights 
to quench the thirst of speakeasy 
customers and while - battling‘ for 
supremacy in other illicit fields. 

_BEST PREVIOUS 54 

The best previous mark for gang 
killings was established in 1926, 
when 54 died of “lead poisoning,” 
as administered by the suave and 
debonair booze and vice merchants. 

The 1930 assassinators set up a 
new monthly mark for future gun- 
men to “shoot at.” In June gang 
murders, attributable to gang en- 
mity, totaled 14. 

And in the first ten days of that 
balmy month eleven persons paid 
the penalty for failing to heed the 
revamped proverbs that the ‘‘wages 
of gin” is death.

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broadcaster may govern himself in the operation of his sta- 
tion. The better way would be for Congress to eliminate 
the meaniygless phrase “in the public interest, convenience 
and necessity” from the law and replace it with some mea- 
surable standard that anyone at any time can understand. 
That phrase was originally originated by the public utilities 
in their fights with communities to prevent the building of 
municipal plants by claiming a new plant was not necessary 
because they were serving “Public interest, etc.” 

Just as an illustration, in the hearing held in October, 
1930, on the application of station KTNT for a renewal of a 
license, the Radio Commission’s attorney quizzed Norman 
Baker, owner and operator of the station, at great length on 
things he was supposed to have said over his station. 

Section 29 of the radio law says, “Nothing in this Act 
shall be understood or construed to give the licensing 
authority the power of censorship over the radio communi- 
cations or signals transmitted by any radio station, and no 
regulation or condition shall be promulgated or fixed by the 
licensing authority which shall interfere with the right of 
free speech by means of radio communication . and 
then provides against broadcasting of obscene, profane or 
indecent language. 

Now what earthly difference is there, from the standpoint 
of the broadcaster, whether the radio commission promul- 
gates a regulation that no speech favoring the democratic 
party shall be broadcast or whether the station owner is 
lLauled before the commission AFTER a speech is given and 
the commission rules that speeches favoring the democratic 
party are not “in the public interest, convenience or neces- 
sity ?” 

Mention is made of the KTNT case, not because it is uni- 
que but because it is the rule. The commission apparently 
takes the attitude that the phrase “in the public interest, 
convenience and necessity,” means something in the law and 
seeks to exercise a post facto censorship behind the cloaking 
protection of the meaningless phrase. 

When a station owner is cited to appear before the Federal 
radio commission to show cause why the renewal of his li- 
cense would be “in the public interest, convenience and 
necessity,” he has absolutely no idea what to prove and could 
not afford to bring any number of witnesses to Washington 
to prove it, if he did know what would be proper evidence of 
such a meaningless standard. The KTNT hearing, or any 
other station hearing, in mileage, attorneys fees, etc., is

4. In the classification of radio stations, the Federal 
radio commission, or licensing authority, should be held to 
a strict accountability for discrimination shown in favor of 
certain stations and against others. 

5. It is ridiculous that the Federal radio commission 
should be able to say to a station, you cannot operate at 
night and say to another station, you may operate 24 hours 
a day. .Hence Section 4. (b) reading, “Prescribe the nature 
of the service to be rendered by each class of licensed sta- 
tions and each station within any class,” should be amplified 
with a provision that no discrimination shall be shown 
among stations of any class, in prescribing the service to be 
rendered. 

6. Chain stations broadcasting the same program 
simultaneously should be made to use the same wave length 
instead of blanketing the dial, from 0 to 100. It is this one 
privilege that gives the “Wall street electrical group” a 
monopoly of the air, 4 years ago we had “freedom of the air” 
but not today. Thanks to the commission and some of its 
former members who fixed things right when they were 
commissioners and then deserted the ranks and went to work 
for the “trusts.” Will the public ever forget “Sam Pickard” 
and “Caldwell” both former commissioners, the former now 
an executive of the Columbia Chain and the later with the 
“electrical gang.” 

7. Some protection should be given. broadcasters with 
thousand and perhaps hundreds of thousands of dollars in- 
vested against the whims of a politically appointed commis- 
sion. 

8. Ordinary rules of evidence should be observed in hear- 
ings and the commission not permitted to make rules of pro- 
ceedure which they can vary at will—and do. 

No pretense is made herein to set out all of the changes 
which should be made in the radio law. Nothing short of a 
complete review of the law and an investigation of its ad- 
ministration by the Federal radio commission could cover 
the entire subject. The changes mentioned here are merely 
a few of the points which occur to anyone having any ex- 
perience with the law. 

Probably the most important change of all would be to 
take the administration out of the hands of a commission 
altogether and place it back in the Department of Commerce 
where some one person — the Secretary — would be and 











kilowatt for electricity, it was said that the private company 
was serving “public interests, etc.” but still our municipal 
plant stepped in and cut the price to one-half practically.

What the Federal radio commission should be instructed 
to do, with proper changes made in the law provided as au- 
thority therefor, is to proceed against a station owner in an 
action to revoke his license if he has transgressed the radio 
law. The burden of proof would then properly be on the 
Federal radio commission, where it belongs, and the com- 
mission could then no longer penalize a station owner im- 
properly. 

Hearing for the revocation of the offending station own- 
er’s license should be appealable to the federal district court 
in the district in which the station is located instead of to 
the court of appeals of the District of Columbia. In fact, 
the original action should bé triable there instead of before 
the commission. An ideal arrangement would be for the 
commission to make its decision without a hearing at Wash- 
ington at all and then be compelled to proceed under proper 
court rules in the Federal court of the district where the sta- 
tion is located. It would seem that such a procedure would 
be eminently fair to the commission as well as the station 
owner. Witnesses relied upon by the commission as well as 
witnesses for the station are largely to be found in the ter- 
ritory in which the station operates—not in the District of 
Columbia—and it would be infinitely less expensive for the 
government as well as the station owner to try such proceed- 
ings near the city in which the station is located. This was 
the law until the vicious appeal amendment to Section 16 of 
the law was approved on July 1, 1930. 

It has been the policy of the commission, however, ‘to 
avoid actions to revoke station licenses—largely, no doubt, 
because the commission has not had clear-cut cases on which 
to base such proceedings. It has rather cast the burden on 
station owners to prove the renewal of their license would be 
“in the public interest, convenience and necessity,” and then 
arrived at its adverse decisions by reviewing what had been 
said or done at some previous time by the station owner. 

Briefly summarized, changes which should be made in the 
radio law are as follows: 

1. The phrase “in the public interest, convenience and 
necessity” should be amplified with definite standards by 
which station owners or applicants can measure their con-

‘Changes Necessary In Radio Law 

So many changes should be made in the radio law as it ex- 
ists today that it might almost be said that the entire law 
should be thrown into the discard and a new one passed by 
Congress. The law has been in operation less than four 
years but that has been all too long for the good of the list- 
ening public and independent broadcasters throughout the 
nation who realize that they are being terrorized by the 
most arbitrary governmental agency ever set up in a pre- 
sumably free country. Only a few of the most flagrant 
abuses possible under the 1927 Radio Law, as amended, are 
discussed here. Phrases which the authors of this legisla- 
tive abortion slipped into the law and which eaused little or 
no comment when the law was passed, now stand forth as 
though written in bold faced type to make the days and 
nights of broadcasters hideous with fears. The law is bad 
enough, but conditions are made worse by “orders” enforced 
by the Radio Commission. Under the law as it stands and 
as it is interpreted by the Radio Conimission no owner of a ° 
broadcasting station can possibly be certain that he is oper- 
ating according to law. No matter how sincere a broad- 
caster may be in his efforts to conduct his radio station in 
a proper manner, he can neyer be certain that he will be 
granted a renewal of his license when his ninety-day permit 
to earn a living expires. 


”

There is no yard-stick by which he can measure his ef- 
forts. On the contrary, he is constantly aware that the 
Federal Radio commission can solemnly declare that the 
manner in which he is operating his radio station in not “in 
the public interest, convenience and necessity,” and refuse to 
renew his license when it expires at the end of the three- 
month period for which it is granted. On top of all this the 
electrical trust gang may influence the commission .pertain- 
ing to confiscatory orders, Just recently the commission has 
put into effect order No. 97 which means that no doubt 
many small independent stations will have to close up be- 
cause they will not be financially able to make the required 


transmitter changes. It looks as though the “Big 5” will 
eventually close all stations who do not use “their” products. 


It is true that the law provides they may be heard in the 
event the radio commission makes an adverse ruling on ap- 
plications—but can they afford it? And can any broad- 
caster afford to stay in business where he may be dragged 
down to Washington, D. C., perhaps a distance of a thousand 


or so miles, every three months.

YOST AT CONVENTION 

Yost is a delegate to the twenty- 
fifth annual convention of the 
National Collegiate Athletic as- 
sociation, which formally got un- 
der way here this morning. Yost 
has coached football for thirty 
years and has had forty-one years 
experience in competitive athletics. 

it will be noted that Yost picks 
four Michigan men. That is nat- 
ural enough, he thought, because 
he has been looking at Michigan 
players for so many years. Yet he 
thought they stacked up with the 
best of them. He _ characterized 
Friedman as one of the finest for- 
ward pass throwers the game has 
seen and Oosterbaan one of the 
greatest receivers of passes.

PLAN OF GRID 
RATING STARTS 
DISPUTE ANEW 


Dickinson System of 
Picking Champions 
Is Criticized 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — As if the 
physicial controversy on the grid- 
iron weren’t enough, there, is, an- 
nually, a dispute as to what teams 
are champions of their respective 
conference, section or nation. 
Dr. Frank Dickinson, a profes- 
sor of economics, at the University 
of Illinois, has for several years 
tried to straighten out such mat- 
ters and succeeds only in raising 
more arguments. This year, for in- 
stance, he announced that under 
his system, Michigan is champion 
of the Big Ten and not North- 
western and Michigan. 

IRISH STOP RIVALS 
Dr. Dickinson has since 1924 
been picking national champions 
who get their names inscribed on 
a@ trophy. Permanent possession 
is given to a three-time winner, so 
it is likely that Notre Dame will 
put a stop to competition this year 
for it has already won twice, in 
1924, the year of the Four Horse- 
men, and in 1929, the year before 
1930, of the pre-Savoldi era, or 
however you would dub it. Other 
inscriptions on the trophy are: 
Dartmouth, 1925; Stanford, 1926; 
Illinois, 1927; University of South- 
ern California, 1928. 
The fundamental principle of 
the Dickinson system is to give 
more weight to victories over 
strong teams than weaker teams. 
By definition, first division in- 
cludes all teams that have won 
more games than they have lost 
during the season; all other teams 
are in second division.

authorized, is available for use im- 
mediately, C. D. Curtiss, chief of 
the Division of Control of thé Bu- 
reau has stated.

The $80,000,000 appropriation 
just made, Mr. Curtiss explained, is 
for advances to the states so that 
they can match federal furids al- 
ready availablé, as required by law.

The secretary of agriculture, 
Arthur M. Hyde, stated orally Dec. 
23 that $3,000,000 additional had 
been apportidied to the states on 
that day for road building on pub- 
lic land and that apportiormerit 
of $3,000,000 more for national 
forest highways and of $3,000,000 
for forest roads and trails is being 
a@tranged. 

COMBAT UNEMPLOYMENT 

These funds, he said, should 
have a considerable efféct.in com- 
bating unemployment, p arly 
in view of the fact that the states 
Will be using their regular réad- 
building funds also. About $1,000,- 
000,000 was used in road building
